Roland Hayes to 
Sing Here Nov. 9| 


There are singers who would be actors, or 
pianists, or violinists, but Roland Hayes, the} 
celebrated tenor who will open the Andover 
concert series on November 9, when he sings 
in George Washington auditorium, has none 
of these ambitions. For a long time he has 
been seeking to perfect himself as a scientific | 
farmer. His present six-hundred acre farm in | 
Georgia bears little resemblance to the 
humble acreage farm which as a boy he 
helped his ex-slave mother to wrest a meager 
living. 

Whenever the concert tours of Hayes take | 
him anywhere near anything of agricultural 
interest either in this country or in Europe, 
he makes it a point to take time off, if he 
yossibly can, to gather information to pass 
along te his brother who manages his Georgia 
farm operations. 

Hayes has the advantage over most people 
who take up scientific farming as a hobby 
because he has a wide practical knowledge. 
Indeed the famous tenor was only eight or 
nine when he drove a plough behind an 
ancient ox—the best thing in the way of a 
draught horse that his mother could afford. 
And it was in true farmer style that young 
Roland made the journey with his mother 
and two brothers when the widow Hayes 
decided to move from Georgia to Tennessee. 
Recollections of himself as a farmer lad have 
remained with Hayes to this day... bare- 
footed, trudging furrows, the lurch of the 
plough, planting, the taste of food direct 
from the soil. 

Artist to the core in everything he does, 
however, Hayes could not be satisfied with 
primitive farming of his childhood. He strives 
to make the farming orerations of his 
maturity as much of an improvement over 
the farming of his boyhood, as his concert 
singing became an improvement over his boy- 
hood vocalism. 

As a scientific farmer, Mr. Hayes has pro- 
gressed far enough to have made a truck 
garden of the backyard of his Boston home, 
from which he supplies his own table with a 
wide variety of fresh vegetables. 

The other concerts in the Andover series 
which Mr. Hayes opens are: The Den Cos- | 
sack Russian Male Chorus, the outstanding 
musical event of last season, on December 7, 
and Harold Bauer, world-famous pianist, on 
January 11.
